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City Council Passes $4.6 Million Budget 
18% Increase Goes to Expanded Services 

crease in the city’s tax rate, he

Council approved a $4.6 
million budget for the City 
of Greenbelt on June 4 that 
will require an eight-cent in¬ 
crease in the tax rate on real 
personal property to $1.13 
per $100 assessed valuation. 
This year's budget, up 18 
percent over last year's of¬ 
fers more dollars through 
growth in the assessable 
base. But that equation is 
balanced by the need to ex¬ 
pand and equip city services 
and personnel, albeit modest¬ 
ly, in order to continue to 
provide for this growing city 
the high qualitv Greenbelt- 
ers have traditionally de¬ 
manded. 

"This budget reflects our new 
urban status,” confirmed Green- 
belt’s newest member of council, 
Antoinette M. Bram, The new de¬ 
velopment and the major roads 
that crisscross the city have 
brought a significant growth in 
GTeenbeit’s daytime population. 
"My priorities,” she said, "are 
security.” She strongly supported 
the addition of two police offi¬ 
cers over what the manager had 
originally proposed and the 
change from one full-time recrea¬ 
tion coordinator (time split be¬ 
tween two recreation centers) to 
two full-time personnel as re¬ 
quested by the recreation direc¬ 
tor. She favored having fully 
qualified, professional adults in 
charge of the centers at all 
times. She thanked the city staff 
and council for "helping me 
through my first budget.” 

Following the annual rite of 
budget approval — accomplished 
in less than 60 minutes — each 
of the members of council had 
an opportunity to make comments 
and each offered thanks to the 
city manager James K. Giese and 
staff. 

Ed Putens was equally pleased 
with this year’s budget process 
and its results. Council had ar¬ 
rived at attainable goals for the 
city to accomplish in the coming 
year. He thanked the handful of 
people who made up the audience. 

This year’s budget, commented 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, is a com¬ 
promise of ideas coming from 
many directions. Using the need 
for more police resources as an 
example, Weidenfeld showed how 
the budget process helps council 
arrive at satisfactory decisions. 
Requests for additional police of¬ 
ficers ranged widely—-from two 
to 10. Because of the strcngly 
voiced pleas from many sources— 
the Fraternal Order of Police, 
the chief and deputy chief and 
crime prevention groups — the 
manager’s original proposal for 
adding two new officers this 
year was doubled. A workable 
compromise. 

Weidenfeld called attention to 
this year’s 39-cent drop in the 
county tax rate due to the tax- 
differential. (See separate story.) 
When offset by the eight-cent in- 


explained, Greenbelt taxpayers 
will still see a 31-cent decrease 
in their combined city-county tax 
rates. This amount, he pointed 
out, represents almost one-third 
of the current city tax rate. Next 
year city taxpayers should get 
a "further tax-differential de¬ 
crease. They're only getting 
three-quarters this year.” 

Approval of the budget, how¬ 
ever, was not unanimous. "I am 
not voting for this tax increase,” 
said Richard R. Pilski, He voted 
against three individual items 
amounting to $38,000. The bud¬ 
get, he insisted, could have been 
reduced and the tax rate increase 
dropped by at least two cents, 
maybe three. Pilski voted against 
the entire budget . 

Thomas X. White also came 
away less than satisfied. But he 
had wanted more, not less. On 
capital improvements, he assert¬ 


ed, Greenbelt has been falling 
behind. He cited a litany of im¬ 
mediate needs: roads, North End 
School, development of the North¬ 
way ball fields complex, acquisi¬ 
tion of green space, improve¬ 
ments to the municipal pool and 
the Attick Park. Because of the 
tax-differential, he said, council 
had had a one time opportunity 
to make a deeper commitment to 
capital improvements. 

Each year council sets aside 
seven cents of the tax rate for 
capital improvements—primarily 
street repair and an assortment 
of other tasks, resurfacing ten¬ 
nis courts or reroofing the Youth 
Center, White asked council to 
up the ante this year to 10 cents. 

There are many large capital 
expenditures that council would 
like to see financed through a 
bond issue over 20 years rather 
than through the annual budget. 
Council plans to present such 
a proposal to the voters some¬ 
time during the fiscal year. The 
other members of council wanted 
to pursue this course first. But 
White found that an iffy propo¬ 
sition. Council might or might 
not present a plan, the voters 
might or might not approve it 
and the bond market might or 
might not be good. Both Weiden¬ 
feld and Putens said they liked 


White’s idea but expressed con¬ 
cern that his proposal had not 
been presented before the public. 
The idea had first surfaced at 
council’s final budget work ses¬ 
sion two weeks before formal 
approval. The proposal died for 
lack of a second. 

General Fund Revenues 

Greenbelt's assessable base for 
the real property tax has in¬ 
creased another 11.3 percent since 
last year and is up 38 percent 
over the past four years. Most 
of this growth has been commer¬ 
cial. The personal property as¬ 
sessable base has increased by 
70 percent during those same 
four years. That is the tax 
paid by utilities and businesses. 

Council increased the cabaret 
tax from 3 to 4 percent and 
anticipates increased revenues 
from the admissions tax. Pilski 
opposed the cabaret increase that 
hits such spots as Jaspers that 


have dancing or entertainment. 
."They'll just pass that cost 
through to individuals in the 
community,” he said. 

Under grants from the county 
government, council added $5,000 
expected, but not yet received, 
to pay for non-Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents counseled at CARES. 

There will be no increase again 
this year to the city’s refuse 
collection customers. 

Total revenues anticipated are 
4,303,500. The budget will be 
balanced by using $314,800 of 
unappropriated surplus from pre¬ 
vious years.

Q. When isatax hike not a tax hike? 
A. This year!

Council approved an 8-cent increase in the city tax rate 
which Greenbelt homeowners must pay for the coming year. 
At first blush a rather large hike in the real property tax, 
bigger than any in recent memory. What, you might ask, 
has happened to Greenbelt's usually savvy city council ? Has 
it lost its collective senses? The answer is, of course, “No.” 
An unusual factor this year tells the story. 


The tax differential legislation 
passed by the Maryland Assem¬ 
bly in 1983 now requires the 
county government to stop charg¬ 
ing (taxing) the residents of 
Greenbelt, among many other 
towns and cities, for services 
which the county does not pro¬ 
vide—police protection, snow re¬ 
moval, street repair, youth ser¬ 
vices. In Greenbelt the list is 
long. These services are provided 
by our city government, and our 
taxpayers, traditionally have been 
double-taxed. But thanks to years 
of work by Maryland's munici¬ 
palities (with Greenbelt in the 
forefront), the county can no 
longer get a free lunch on munici¬ 
pal homeowners 

In fairness to the county, the 
problem has been dealt with, 
though in a minor way, over the 
past several years. By a set for¬ 
mula, the county has annually 
"reimbursed” the city by a lump 
sum. This year it would have 
been an amount equal to eight 
cents on the city’s tax rate. Un¬ 
der that arrangement the money 
went to the city. This year’s ar¬ 
rangement is very different. The 
funds will no longer go to the

city. Since it is the taxpayer who 
has been double taxed, it is the 
taxpayer who will receive the re¬ 
lief in the form of a lower tax 
rate by the county—lower by a 
whopping 39 cents. 

Back to the eight-cent city tax 
increase. The eight cents will cov¬ 
er the amount the city will no 
longer receive from the county. 

Now, follow this: the eight- 
cent tax hike keeps the city’s 
tax-rate even for this year and 
the taxpayer gets a real break.

up $710,100 from last year, or 18 
percent. Classified employees will 
receive an average pay increase 
of five percent. The cost-of-living 
index rose last year by five per¬ 
cent. About $80,000 has been ear¬ 
marked for word and data pro¬ 
cessing equipment throughout the 
departments. 

(1) General Government 
($488,200) 

Although he didn’t ask, the 
city manager was given funds to 
hire a part-time administrative 
assistant ($10,000). Funds were 
also provided for holding a bond 
issue referendum ($4,500) and 
the 50th Anniversary ($5,000, up 
from $3,600), The Maryland Mu¬ 
nicipal League will cost the city 
slightly less than expected for 
membership. 

(2) Public Safety 
($1,262,600) 

Four new patrolmen will be 
hired, two in July and two in 
January ($65,000), also a dis¬ 
patcher. A study of the depart¬ 
ment ($20,000) is planned as part 
of the coming change in com¬ 
mand, Council first set aside $50,- 
000 to implement the findings of 
the study, but then used $25,000 
to fund the extra two officers. Ad¬ 
ditional funds, if needed, could 
come in next year’s budget. Coun¬ 
cil added another $2,000 for train¬ 
ing programs for an expanding 
department. Four emergency- 
equipped patrol cars will be pur¬ 
chased. The animal control bud¬ 
get is up 180 percent over last 
year, reflecting increased com¬ 
munity concern and the rabies 
scare. 

(3) Public Works ($880,300) 

This year’s funding is higher 

than budgeted last year, but 
slightly under what was actually 
spent.

NOTICE OF CHARTER AMENDMENT 

(ANNEXATION) 


At its regular meeting, held on May 14, 1984, the City Council of 
Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
Number 1984-1 (Resolution No. 564), and the following title of 
the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

Resolution of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, enlarging the 
corporate boundaries of the City of Greenbelt under the provis¬ 
ions of Article 23A, Section 19(b)(2) of the Annotated Code of 
the State of Maryland, by annexing certain lands and property 
bounded on all sides by real property presently within the corpor¬ 
ate limits of the City of Greenbelt, such lands commonly known 
as the properties of Elinor M. Seger and the Holy Cross Lutheran 
Church, and as more fully described in plat of annexation prepared 
by John D. Emler & Associates, P.A,, dated March 1984, all lo¬ 
cated adjacent to the intersection of the Baltimore-Washing ton 
Parkway and Capital Beltway (Interstate 95), near Greenbelt 
Road (Route Md. 193); and further providing for the special 
treatment of taxable real property by the City in the area an¬ 
nexed from the effective date of annexation until such time as 
said property is rezoned, or its ownership or its character or its 
usage changes from that in effect at the time of this annexation, 
whichever change shall occur first. 

On May 14, 1984 a public hearing was held by the City Council 
of Greenbelt on the above resolution, and the hearing was adver¬ 
tised and held in all due form according to the laws of the State 
of Maryland. The enclave is being annexed under the provisions 
of Section 19(b)(2) of Article 23A of the Annotated Code of 
Maryland, which provides that a resolution of annexation under 
this paragraph is not subject to the referendum provisions of 
subsection (f) pertaining to petition for referendum by residents 
of area to be annexed. Charter Amendment Resolution No. 
1984-1 shall become effective 45 days after passage, which shall be 
the 28th day of June, 1984.
